Tara 
Butler, a 6'1" center, lead the team in 
blocks with and average of 1 per game.

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The Cardinals claimed the 1998 SUNYAC 
Ice Hockey Championship, the teams 12th all- 
time and it is their 5th conference championship 
in the 1 990's. The team finished with a spectacu- 
lar record of 27-8-1 (.750). 

By winning SUNYACs the team received an 
automatic bid to the NCAA tournament. The 
Cards lost in the semi's to the University of 
Wisconsin Stevens Point by a score of 8-2. 

The Cards rebounded in the third place 
game against Augsburg College by outshooting 
the Auggies 25- 1 4 in the first period. The Cards 
scored a total of six goals in the first period alone 
and went on to win by the score of 9-5. 

Tracey Belanger led the team in points and 
assists. Steve Moffat led the team in goals and 
power play goals. He also led the team in the 
playoffs with nine goals in ten post-season games. 
Jeff Paluseo was the team leader in short handed 
goals. Eric Silverman led the team with 5 game 
winning goals. 

The team also had two first team Ail-Ameri- 
cans in Steve MofTat and Jason Desloover. Moffat 
has become Pittsburgh's fourth two-time ice 
hockey All-American and Desloover becomes 
the Cards' fourth Ail-American defenseman. 
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The Lady Cardinals placed fifth 
at SUNYACs this year with some 
high finishers in the SUNYAC 
championships. Freshman Laurie 
DeLilli became a SUNYAC Cham- 
pion in two different events, the 
55m (7.47) and the 200m (26.63). 
DeLilli also became an ECAC cham- 
pion in the 55m dash with a school 
record time of 7.36 seconds. She 
also placed second in the 200m dash 
in another school record time of 
26.40 seconds. 

Kelly Duffy took home a third 
place at SUNYACs in the 1,000m 
with a time of (3: 1 1 .45) and a third 
place finish by the 4X800m relay 
team (10:18.93). The 4X800m 
relay team consisted ol Shannon 
Haves, Chrissey lorrence, Heidi 
Durocher, and Heather Spellman. 
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The Plattsburgh State Men's Indoor 
Track and Field team recorded their high- 
est finish at SUNYACs since 1 985. They 
finished second behind Fredonia, while 
defeating the defending champion 
Cortland by four points. The Cards won 
five individual titles and placed second in 
three others. The team also finished 
second out of 49 teams in the ECAC 
championships. 

Chris Verkey became SUNYAC 
champion in the 55m hurdles (7.76) and 
in the 400m (50.72). Matt LoPiccolo 
won the 800m in the time of 1:56.08. 
Walter Long took a first in the 5,0()0m 
(15:39.17) and Corey Davidson placed 
first in the 1 ,000m (2:34.64) and second 
in the 500m (1:07.60). Mike Schmidt 
took a second place finish in the pole 
vault with a vault of 1 2' 6" and was on the 
second place 4X400m relay team with 
LoPiccolo, Verkey and Scott Rivard. 

Senior Matt LoPiccolo finished in 
fifth place in the nation in the 800m 
which earned him All-American status. 
Chris Verkey missed All-American status 
by only 1 / 1 00th of a second. He finished 
seventh in the nation in the 400m in 
:49.79. 
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The Plattsburgh State 
Men's Swim team finished sev- 
enth this season at SUNYACs. 

Matt Buneo placed 15th 
in the 200 IM (2:11.04) and 
Plattsburgh's 200 Free Relay 
team of Bunco, Keith Kazmer, 
Andy Britto, and Jim Nowak 
placed seventh in 1:34.50. 

Kazmer finished fourth in 
the 100 fly (:55.79). Buneo 
finished seventh in the 400 
IM (4:37.03). He also fin- 
ished fifth in the 200 fly with 
a time of (2:09.21). Kazmer 
finished 10th in the 200 fly 
with a time of 2:15.07. De- 
spite a disappointing finish by 
both the Men's and Women's 
swim team, they have hope for 
a brighter future.

Mary Ellen Gillespie (Coordinator of Greek Affairs), Mary Beth Engelbride 
(Chapter Advisor), Allison Xenakis (Founding President) and Amanda Johnson, 
the current President. 

The sisters of Delta Phi Epsilon have supported, both nationally and locally, 
three philanthrpoies: Cystic Fibrosis, Anorexia Nervousa and Associated Disor- 
ders, and Delta Phi Epsilon Scholarship foundation, for over forty years.
